ONFUSION is frequently to be noticed in motoring conversation about power 

and torque, and it is readily excusable where engineering training is lacking 

On the following pages an article attempts to clarify the difference, and its 
study can be recommended, for there are no more vital aspects of an engine's per- 
formance than these two. 

Maximum torque is, for ordinary purposes, the more important characteristic 
It is the point at which the engine exerts its maximum twist on the crankshaft; the 
point, in other words, at which the maximum pressure is being exerted on the top 
of the piston during each working stroke. At the point of maximum b.h.p. less 
pressure is exerted on the piston at each stroke and consequently less torque is 
available. The power is greater, however, because b.h.p. consists of work done over 
a period of time, and a lot of medium pushes per minute develop more power than 
a few heavy ones. The chief reason for the engine’s inability to maintain maximum 
pressure on the piston top at the higher revs is its difficulty in breathing 

The difference between the two maximum points—torque and b.h.p.—is readily 
appreciated at the output shaft (the crankshaft). More energy is available for the 
accomplishment of work during one revolution of the crankshaft at maximum 
torque than is available during a single revolution at maximum b.h.p. and the point 
therefore becomes a crucial one in design. Obviously a designer will select his gear 
ratios in order to make best use of the peak of the torque curve, and the motorist 
can appreciate his skill during the climb of any steepish hill. When the gradient 
proves too much for an engine which is revving at a high speed, the revs drop off 
Frequently, however, there comes a point where the engine, though revving more 
slowly, succeeds in climbing without labouring, and this is the point of maximum 
torque 


Lessening a Risk 


HILE motorists appreciate the virtues of toughened glass that has developed 
War the Rupert drop of the laboratory, they are also aware of its chief 
drawback in windscreens—a shivering into opacity when the tension inherent 

in the giass is released by fracture. The remedy for this while driving is to thrust 
the hand through the glass—a quite harmless procedure which will enable the driver 
to see sufficiently to bring the car to a standstill. Unfortunately, many drivers are 
incapable of such thought as this demands during a period of emergency and a 
remedy must be sought elsewhere 

The substitution of laminated for toughened glass in windscreens would mean a 
little extra cost per car, and if the increase is not acceptable it is as well to see what 
can be done to minimize the danger arising from the fractured screen. Its division 
into two panels by a central strip is one safeguard, for it is not impossible for the 
driver to lean over and look through the clear panel if the other has been rendered 
opaque 

It is easy to see on the road some of the reasons why broken screens have become 
more frequent of late. Traffic and speeds have increased vastly since the war, and 
stone velocities and impacts are correspondingly greater. But there are other 
incidental reasons, and one of these is the rear mudguarding of those commercial 
vehicles whose length is little more than their wheelbase On such vehicles the 
often scanty mudguards permit stones to be thrown up over a wide arc; moreover, 
twin rear wheels themselves can give a powerful imitation of David's sling when a 
stone becomes jammed between the tyres. Construction and Use should specify 
the arc to be protected by the rear wings of lorries, in order to limit both the 
capacity to splash mud on following vehicles and the ability to hurl the occasional 
projectile at the motorist’s windscreen

Now let us consider torque. Torque is another word for 
twist, and its application is restricted to rotating mechan- 
isms. The torque transmitted through a shaft, or perhaps 
it will be better understood if we say the torque available 
at the output shaft of an engine, is the capacity of that 
shaft to turn against the resistance of a load. For all prac- 
tical purposes torque is an abstract term, since it becomes 
evident only when opposed by a resistance to turning

lorque is measured in pound-feet (or pound-inches) and 
if an engine has a torque of 100 Ib/ft at 1,000 r.p.m. it means 
that at the particular crankshaft speed mentioned the engine 
would lift 100Ib continuously over a pulley of one foot 
radius. By reducing the pulley radius to six inches the 
weight could be increased to 200Ib without altering the 
torque condition involved; a given torque can move a heavy 
load slowly or a light load quickly 

The relationship between torque and power now begins 
to be clear. A torque applied for a given time becomes 
horse-power according to the relationship

Thus our 100 lb/ft tofque will raise 100 Ib 6.28ft in one 
revolution of a lft radius pulley, and as this torque is 
developed at 1,000 r.p.m. the work done in one minute is 
1001b x 6.28ft x 1,000 r.p.m., or 628,000 lb/ft per minute, 
which represents about 19 h.p. 

Now in a petrol engine the torque is not constant through- 
out the whole speed range. It is rather low at low speeds, 
rising to its maximum value somewhat below the half-way 
mark in the speed range and then falling rather sharply as 
maximum speed is attained. Thus an engine may have a 
torque of 80 lb/ft at 800 r.p.m., 97 Ib/ft at 2,000 r.p.m. and

It does not matter whether the work be done as the move- 
ment of 33,000lb through one foot in one minute or one 
pound moved 33,000ft in one minute, one horse power has 
been expended in the task; in the one case a heavy load

65 lb/ft at 5,000 r.p.m. On the other hand, the horse-power 
increases continuously as the speed rises, though not propor- 
tianately thereto. It is obvious, therefore, that torque and 
power are not interchangeable terms, although it is equally 
clear that power is dependent upon torque, or “is a function 
of torque.” 

Thus on the torque data of the engine quoted, the power 
output at the equivalent speed would be something like 
this:

An engine is often mentioned as having “good torque,” 
but on examination this is usually found to mean that its 
torque curve is reasonably “flat,” meaning that the torque 
does not fall away too rapidly as the speed either falls from 
or rises above the speed of maximum torque. A steam 
engine deriving its power from an external source of pres- 
sure can have a practically constant torque at all speeds; 
hence the manner in which a steam locomotive moves off 
from rest against an enormous load. A gas turbine, which 
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also has “external combustion” characteristics, is another 
form of prime mover which exhibits a closer approach to 
constant torque conditions; the electric motor, although not 
strictly a prime mover, is yet another “engine ” which can 
develop its maximum torque the moment its armature com- 
mences to turn, or even before. 

It will be apparent that the petrol engine, from its inherent 
torque characteristics, needs external assistance to enable 
it to perform its work satisfactorily. No matter how “ good” 
it may be, the maximum torque is available only over a 
limited range in the middle of the speed curve. Maximum 
power, therefore, must necessarily be developed from a 
lower torque by increasing the speed. In short, the proce- 
dure is to use more “twists” (albeit less potent ones) in 
unit time. 

Anyone who has that indefinable “feeling for mechan- 
ism” knows that there is a particular speed at which his 
car runs in its most effortless way. He will also know, when 
climbing a hill which reduces top gear speed but does not 
call for a change of gear, that if the throttle is eased back 
a little the engine appears to pull much more strongly and 
comfortably. In both cases it indicates that the speed of 
maximum torque has been found, at which speed the engine 
is running most efficiently. 

In selecting the gear ratios of a car the designer must 
always have this speed in mind, top gear being selected with 
two aims in view: (a) To provide the desired maximum road 
speed from the maximum power and engine speed avail- 
able, and (b) to provide the most comfortable and economi- 
cal cruising speed by making the desired range coincide 
fairly closely with the speed of maximum torque. 


Striking a Balance 


The success of the designer will be measured mainly by 
the way in which the engine characteristics have been re- 
lated to the road performance of the car and his achieve- 
ment will be recognized not so much by the ultimate maxi- 
mum speed as by high cruising speed, flexibility, and good 
capacity to hold top gear on long, trying gradients; also the 
ease with which a satisfactory average speed on long jour- 
neys can be maintained. Similarly, the intermediate gears 
will be selected according to the same principle, the ratios 
being those which will exploit the range of reasonably high 
torque in the interests of good acceleration rather than the 
highest possible road speeds. 

The term “gear” has been adopted in the foregoing as 
commonly used. A better expression is “torque conversion 
ratio,” which is as equally applicable to an arrangement of 
toothed gearing as to hydraulic transmission. A gear is 
“high” according to the speed of the output shaft in rela- 
tion to the input shaft. A ratio which is low numerically, 
therefore, gives a high gear. Loose phraseology causes a 
lot of misunderstanding on this point, on both sides of the 
Atlantic. The Americans sometimes speak of low-ratio

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steering, which means that it is high geared; that is, the 
movement of the road wheels for a given movement of the 
steering wheel is high although the numerical ratio of the 
operating gears is low. In a gear box, top gear has the 
lowest ratio, usually 1 to 1, but it is always called “top” 
in England and “ high” in America 


Torque Multiplication 


Yet, to go back to the beginning, when the relationship 
between torque and power was considered, a lower gear 
does not increase power—it enables the same power to be 
applied to a given task for a longer time, thereby multiplying 
torque which, expressed simply, is merely the application 
of more revolutions (more “ twists” or torque) of the engine 
crankshaft to move the car the same distance. Engine 
torque, say, 100 lb/ft at 1,000 r.p.m., is thus converted 
(multiplied) by a 4 to 1 gear ratio to 400 lb/ft at the back 
axle bevel pinion, running at 250 r.p.m. If the axle ratio 
is 5 to 1 then we shall have 2,000 Ib/ft at SO r.p.m. of the 
axle shaft. In terms of horse-power it will be observed 
that these both express the same thing—19 b.h.p.—in accord 
ance with the formula on the opposite page.

Engine Weight 


STUDY of the influence of valve 
arrangement, cylinder-head design, 
stroke-bore ratio and specific weight is 
embodied in a Paper by Mr. Donald 
Bastow, B.Sc. (Eng.), M.I.Mech.E., re 
search manager, B.S.A. engines laboratory 
His conclusions are that whether an 
engine is designed for low octane (70) fuel 
or high (80) the greatest power from the 
least weight of engine can always be 
developed from a hemispherical com- 
bustion chamber, and that a large bore and 
short stroke are also to be preferred. Such 
an engine may be only half the weight 
and capacity of a side-valve unit or even 
less with 80 octane fuel, and it will be 
less severely stressed in many directions 
both thermally and mechanically.

Tms well-produced, large-format book 
is a revised and modernized version 
of the well known History of Signboards 


by Jacob Larwood and John Camden 
Hotten, first published in 1866. The 
twelfth and previous edition appeared in 
1907. In spite of the modern title, 
English Inn Signs is a good deal more 
than a description of “pub” signs. It 
retains a great deal of the earlier work 
including the basis of the authors’ intro- 
ductory first chapter surveying the history 
of tradesmen’s signs, which were used from 
the time of ancient Egypt and Greece and 
especially in Rome. Indeed, the Roman 
tavern sign, an evergreen bush, denoting 
the sale of wine, gave rise to the proverb 
‘Vino vendibil: suspensa hedera non opus 
est” and in turn to one of our oldest inn 
signs and our proverb “ Good wine need 
no bush.” 

In the Middle Ages the family arm 
were hung before the houses of th 
nobility, by way of identification. At a 
later date innkeepers began to adopt thes¢ 


n simplified forms, displaying sign h 
as green dragons and red lions. Sign 
boards were hung out by every trade 1 
denote the wares offered, and as compet 
ton increased they became not only more 
numerous, to the point of shutting out 
light and forming obstructions in narrow 
streets, but also more complex. In the lat 
18th century statutes were enacted 
abolish trade signboards, but for the inn 
they persisted and are today 
of a form of advertisement be 
ages when reading was !

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THE INFLATIONARY ROAD 


Petrol Now 3s 6d a Gallon 


HEN the petrol tax was raised 
9d a gallon by the last Bud- 
get, this journal condemned 

it as the first rumble of the approaching 
economic storm. Now that it has been 
raised once again, and double purchase 
tax imposed on all new cars, the 
thunder is louder, for the further 
inflation that has taken place since 
April, 1950, is measurable in a 
loose way by the fact that petrol at just 
over 3s a gallon seemed “cheap” 
enough for it to be able to stand a 
further increase. 

Thus the new school of national 
finance. The hand digs deep into the 
pockets, first of those who can well stand 
it, then of those who can ill afford it, and 
finally of those who are thereby levelled 
down to penury. Now the linings are 
being shaken, and the odd copper that 
the motorist has managed to save in 
order to retain his independence of State 
transport falls with a hollow clink on 
the bare-swept floor. 


Gadarene ? 


It seems fantastic that Britain’s 
leaders cannot see where this policy is 
leading them. The Autocar repeats, as 
it has repeated before, that sound 
finance in inflationary conditions does 
not lie in the direction of increased 
taxation. It is merely attempting to cure 
an illness by concealing the symptoms 
The trouble with the national economy 
at the moment is that there is too little 
production, especially now that produc 
tive capacity is to be earmarked for 
armaments, which the public cannot, 
ind hopes it may never have to, con- 
sume. The remedy for such a situation 
is to do the utmost to stimulate pro- 
duction, not to take more money from 
the pockets of the people, which merely, 
at the current level of taxation, makes 
them more dispirited and less likely to 
increase their output of consumer goods 
Prices therefore go on rising, the 
public is less able to buy its own 
products, and the foreign buyer ulti- 
mately turns to other, less expensive, 
upphiers 

Moreover, what is to be said of the 
deliberate policy of making a single 
class contribute so much towards the 
national purse? The tax load on 
motorists has always been onerous, but 
no account is taken of their contribu- 
tions throughout the years. The sole 
criterion by which the State nowadays 
applies new taxes is “Can they afford 
it?” It is littke wonder that the lemon, 
so often and so hardly squeezed, is bitter 
inside. 

The retreat to safety is clear, and it is 
a criticism of the Opposition that it does 
not indicate it more forcefully. Taxa- 
tion must be reduced to stimulate the 
production of consumer goods, while 
international commitments must be met, 
and to do this less must be spent on the

people of this country by its Govern- 
ment. The bill for subsidies and social 
welfare is far beyond that which an 
impoverished nation can stand and it 
must be reduced. 

The easy criticism of this strong 
view of the increased taxes is Custom- 
arily expressed as the desire of 
motorists to “go on driving around the 
country while the sick go untreated 
and the children starve.” For the 
benefit of those who cannot see farther 
than this we will describe the vicious 
circle that follows such a tax increase 

Journeys will be restricted; some 
motorists will be forced to give up all 
idea of car ownership, and others will 
pass the burden of the extra charges on 
to their employers because their cars 
are used for only business purposes 
The class whose motoring activities 
are prevented will be robbed of the 
enjoyment of a vehicle for which they 
have undoubtedly worked long and 
well, and incentive is decreased 
thereby; those who are unable to 
replace their cars will be embittered, 
and no one can blame them if the 
money which results from the sale of 
the discarded model goes straightaway 
to assist inflation by chasing the too 
few goods left in the shop windows; 
what incentive is there to save in a 
country where the bottom drops out of 
the pound every April? The increased 
charges of the third category will be 
reflected in the rise of the price of the 
goods and necessary foods manufac- 
tured or handled by the company con- 
cerned. One and all the sufferers will 
press for extra wages, with or without 
benefit of trade unions, and in most 
cases they will have to be granted 
This is the very stuff of inflation 

Double purchase tax has nothing in 
its favour. And in only one way can 
petrol costs have a beneficial influence, 
this being in the progression of 
economy car designs. The French have 
proved that the really economical car 
can still be a desirable vehicle; Mr. 
L. P. Lord has said that an Austin 
economy car only awaits the word go 
The latest rise in the price of petrol is 
surely the equivalent of the starter’s 
pistol, coupled with the necessity for a 
very cheap car on the home market. 

Mr. Gaitskell’s excuse for the im- 
position of the double purchase tax was 
that motorists were prepared to spend 
very big sums of money on secondhand

cars. What does the Chancellor think 
will happen to the prices of second- 

cars now? They will, of course, 
go up still farther, because the excess 
price paid over that of the new model 
was a premium for immediate delivery, 
and exactly the same thing will apply 
following the new increases in the 
prices of cars. At first, there will no 
doubt be an outcry that such prices 
are scandalous, and there will be hopes 
in high places that many will remain 
unsold in the showrooms. But the in- 
sidious effect of inflation is that it puts 
too much money in the wrong pockets, 
and as the inflationary pressure swells 
the buyers will be found. Those who 
purchase will be envied by those who 
are unable to do so. The day when 
the secondhand car was the poor man’s 
transport has long passed, and it can 
never return until production of new 
cars is stimulated to the point where 
supply satisfies demand. 


Materials 


To do this, it will be argued, requires 
increased production of raw materials. 
Well, who is to say that a more sane 
policy of taxation would not stimulate 
the production of raw materials, and 
of substitutes for existing materials, 
far beyond the present limits? Cer- 
tainly not the economists of an older 
and saner school than that which 
guides the national life to-day. 

As for the Chancellor’s argument 
that the double purchase tax would 
suppress demand for new cars and thus 
release productive capacity and skilled 
craftsmen for rearmament, this can 
only be described as naive. If the home 
market were a free one it might have 
some relevance, but the home market 
has been strictly controlled by alloca- 
tion since the war, and this year’s 
allocation of new cars is precisely 
80,000. Order lists at the moment 
stand at well over one million, and 
there is little doubt that amongst that 
number will be found 80,000 essential 
users who must pay the new prices for 
British cars, even with the knowledge 
that so much of their money is going 
straight into the pockets of the Govern- 
ment. Not the least reason for this is 
that there are so few other worthwhile 
things on which money can be spent 
these days. 

There has been a general disposition 
to regard the Chancellor’s claim that 
the Budget was an honest and objective 
one as justly put forward. Motorists 
will be forgiven if they stand outside 
this kindly disposed circle. If it is 
honesty on the part of the burglar to 
appear masked and armed, so that the 
householder knows with whom he is 
dealing, then the Budget was honest. 
And if it be objective to“ soak ” anyone 
—so long as he is a motorist—then the 
Budget was a lesson in objectivity

No. 1427 : FORD CONSUL SALOON 


T was a considerable motoring event last autumn when 
the Ford company introduced two entirely new models 
from Dagenham. As will be remembered, the interest 

taken in them at the London Show last October was 
enormous, for so obviously did the four-cylinder Consul and 
its larger companion, the six-cylinder Zephyr, show that 
Ford were offering thoroughly up-to-date cars in the medium 
range of size, and at prices, in the prevailing conditions, of an 
order always associated with this vast organization 

The new cars are a complete breakaway and bear no 
resemblance in appearance and general styling, or in 
mechanical design, to the previous products. Indeed, they 
have a number of unusual and advanced features of design, 
especially as regards the front suspension; also they have 
the innovation, for Ford, of overhead valves. The Consul 
has come first into production and it is this model which 
The Autocar has had the first opportunity of sampling 
extensively in the variety of conditions applied to cars 
undergoing Road Test. 

First impressions are of particular importance when a 
much-heralded car of this significance from a major factory 
is sampled. No experience is more interesting in the life 
of anyone who spends much time analysing the road 
behaviour of different makes of car. First impressions of 
the Consul are that the engine is smooth and lively and 
satisfactorily quiet, and that the car is of an overall size 
handy in city traffic and on narrow and crowded roads, has 
light, accurate steering and hydraulic brakes that give plenty 
of power, and that it has good stability. It is one of the 
outstanding cars produced since the war in the popular class 
and has handling qualities that would be acceptable on a 
car of any price. 

Thinking of the Consul alone for the moment, Ford's 
have undoubtedly produced an economical car in the 14-litre 
class which is capable of doing everything that the ordinary 
motorist requires, and of doing it more than adequately, 
in a way which has appeal also to an experienced driver 
who can take the broad view contributed to by knowledge 
of contemporary models. Incidentally, it is not apt to say 
of the Consul by way of designation that the engine is of a 
size which used usually to be known as “12 h.p.,” for, 
although it is of a litreage that frequently corresponded to 
that old-style rating, full advantage has been taken of modern 
ideas in the design in regard to limitation of piston speed, 
and the bore is appreciably greater than the stroke. If the 
old horse-power rating formula still applied in Great 
Britain the dimensions would give a figure of 15.6 h.p. 

With its flush sides running through from front to rear,

the Consul is a smart car entirely in the modern style. 
It is of integral construction, that is, without a separate 
chassis frame, and clearly it is a conception which looks 
sufficiently far ahead to remain basically settled for a 
considerable time. 

A comfortable speed to maintain when in a hurry is a 
genuine 55 m.p.h., and there is no increase of mechanical 
effort or noise at 60 to 65 mp.h. sufficient to impose 
restriction on the faster type of driver when he has a suitable 
road; all-out maximum speed is higher than might have 
been expected. Such speeds are not everyone’s taste, but it 
is necessary to lay stress on the behaviour of cars at the 
higher speeds, for at, say, 40-45 m.p.h. there is relatively 
little difference between any number of cars of broadly 
the same type. Users of the Consul in a hurry on business 
will find that there is plenty of reserve performance and 
that average speeds of the order of 40 m.p.h. are within 
its easy reach without any feeling of insecurity, for the 
car rides extremely well and has powerful brakes. 

With a ratio which strikes a compromise between low and 
high for the size of engine, the engine pulls very well on 
top gear. There is, however, everything against letting it 
do so beyond certain limits, in view of the fact that there is 
a useful middle ratio in the three-speed box, engaged by 
a steering-column gear lever which, because the linkage is 
simple, works extremely well with only finger pressure and 
which gives rise to no uncertainty about the engagement of 
any gear. Long-legged drivers may find the gear lever touch- 
ing the left leg in top gear position, a matter that would be 
avoided if the assembly were moved slightly on the column. 
In the hands of a driver of some experience a given car 
with four speeds will always possess advantages, but to the 
great majority of drivers, and to all in some degree, three 
speeds are adequate when, as with the Consul, the power-to- 
weight ratio is good. Second gear will take it over a 1 in 6 
hill, given a clear run, at a minimum of 25 m.p.h., and there 
is a reserve of power on this ratio that permits a slow 
approach to be made to an appreciable gradient, or enables 
a baulk on such a gradient to be handled, without any ques- 
tion of first gear being required.

One of the unusual features of the new Fords is the 
hydraulic operation, through the pedal, of the clutch with- 
drawal. There is a fluid reservoir, accessible under the 
bonnet, common to the clutch and brake master cylinders. 
A slightly eager start from rest was experienced at first 
acquaintance, but after a time this impression disappeared. 

The behaviour of the suspension is observed with par- 
ticular interest in view of its unusual character, coil springs 
being used but without the usual double wishbone assembly. 
An anti-roll bar acts as the two forward arms of a pair of 
wishbones, whilst each front wheel and brake assembly is 
attached to a tubular king-pin forming the cylinder of a 
direct-acting hydraulic damper. The suspension permits 
very little roll unless extreme outside ordinary 
reckoning, are adopted, and the riding is level on average 
surfaces, whilst severe shock is absorbed most efficiently. 
Vertical motion is very satisfactorily small. 

Without being of that pattern, the steering gives the 
impression of possessing advantages associated with rack

and pinion steering in being fing?r light, yet definite, and 
leaving no room for doubt as to whether the steering wheel 
is connected to the road wheels by positive mechanical 
means. It is medium/high geared steering and earns high 
praise for the qualities already enumerated and for the 
absence of transmitted road-wheel shock. The hydraulically 
operated brakes give one immediately the suggestion of 
being adequate but not unusually powerful. As miles are 
covered and various conditions encountered it is realized 
that they are deceptive because of a very light pedal opera- 
tion, and that the right degree of deceleration is produced 
as required with increased pedal pressure. Slight limitation 
of the steering lock is noticed for the size of car, in circum- 
stances where comparison exists. 

For the driver perhaps a more vertical back rest of the 
one-piece front seat would give better support, its angle of 
rearward inclination not being particularly liked by one 
average-height driver responsible for these impressions, in 
conjunction with a cushion which is higher at the front 
edge than he happens to favour, the combination tending 
to give a “ folded-in-the-middle ” feeling. Apart from fairly 
wide, though not awkwardly obtrusive, windscreen pillars, 
outward vision is good and the central ridge of the left 
wing is seen by way of useful guidance in a right-hand drive 
car. The spring-spoked steering wheel is at a comfortable 
angle. 

Instruments are simplified to speedometer, petrol gauge 
and ammeter for the 12-volt electrical system, an oil-pressure 
gauge being replaced by a warning light; a clock is not fitted. 
The dials are well illuminated at night without causing glare. 
An excellent view is given by the driving mirror, which 
is tinted to reduce glare from following lights at night in 
the now usual absence of a rear window blind. The size of 
the rear window itself not only helps to make the interior 
light and spacious feeling, but also facilitates reversing in 

congested places. In the facia in front of the passenger 
there is a small cubby hole provided with a lid, but no other 
provision is made for carrying impedimenta. Two sun vizors 
are fitted. 

Ventilator panels are fitted in the front doors and they can 
be swung round to induce forced ventilation. There is 
built-in provision for further controlled ventilation and for, 
windscreen demisting, an interior heater unit being available 
at £12, plus purchase tax on the home market; this was 
fitted on the car tested. Leg room is good in spite of intru- 
sion of the wheel arches into the front compartment. 


The four-light body is balanced by a ‘‘ bonnet-like '’ luggage 
locker, and the clean exterior is not spoiled by exterior hinges 
that have become ‘* popular *’ since the war. 


Interior finish is plain but adequate and serviceable, and the 
seating is within the wheelbase, a point of marked benefit, of 
course, as regards riding in the rear seats. The luggage 
locker is of very useful size, utilizing the full width of the 
car. 

A quick, no-fuss getaway is made from cold. The choke 
control has several positions at which it can be locked from 
full rich back to normal, and, the engine having fired in- 
stantly during the test, when it stood in the open overnight 
on several occasions, the full-rich position could quickly 
be dispensed with, and in a very short distance the control 
be returned to normal, the car getting under way without 
spluttering or requiring to be coddled. 

The horn note is slightly unusual in character, not un- 
pleasingly, and is effective. The head lamp beam is not 
exceptional but is adequate. Double-filament bulbs are 
fitted in both lamps for anti-dazzle . There is 
much common sense—a quality markedly displayed through- 
out—about the suction-operated twin screenwipers. They 
are a little audible, but they wipe particularly clean, with a 
strong action, on the curved glass, even in the conditions 
of spray from a wet road when it is not actually raining; 
they spare the battery, and are free from the disadvantage of 
early suction-driven wipers that dried up at a wide throttle 
opening. On the Ford they are operated from a vacuum 
pump in conjunction with the camshaft-driven fuel pump, 
and not from the induction manifold, as this pattern of wiper 
used to be 


On the left-hand side above the heater inlet duct are the

PART 2

Last week the author described the journey of three motorists 
in a Rover 75 from London to Geneva. This week he concludes 
with the climb into the High Alps and the return run through 
Paris. 


ENEVA is by far the most international capital I have 
visited. Deposited by magic carpet on to the middle 
of the Pont du Mont Blanc, a stranger might well 

guess wrongly as to his whereabouts at first. E 

of course, has tended to make Geneva an international city 
—position, the Swiss character, the Red Cross, the Alps and 
the League of Nations. The League’s best results survive, 
for the International Labour Office still works well from 
its headquarters in Geneva. 

But capitals are not countries, even if they are a part of 
them, and the national character in Geneva is to be found 
more in the narrow streets going up from the south lakeside 
than it is in the Rue du Rhéne. In these one escapes a little 
from the dominating international stratum in the city’s popu- 
lace. You may ask the way of a stranger without the risk 
of being told, “Sorry, bud, I just don’t know this town.” 
Still, we left with reluctance, and almost immediately were 
at the frontier just short of Annemasse. For we were, after 
all, going to Chamonix. 

From this moment I began to chase, not the edelweiss of 
the title, still deep under the snow, but Mont Blanc itself, 
which had remained invisible from Geneva; and amidst the 
crowded summits of the Alps, the chase of individual peaks 
is not easy, although Mont Blanc has a characteristic stubbi- 
ness that contrasts sharply with the aiguilles. 


Into the Hills 


Once through the Customs barrier we were back in dear, 
shabby France, following the River Arve through the Haute 
Savoie. This must be one of the great roads of the world 
in its mountain approach; every yard of it is a thrill. At first 
it is straight and sedate, the mountains providing an ethereal 
backcloth ahead of the more solid scene of road, river and 
railway. The great peaks hang, in the distance, insub- 
stantially against the sky, looking as if they might be trans- 
parent, but by the time Bonneville is reached the near ones 
drive the distant out of mind for a moment, and you con- 
template the cragginess above with, this time, full apprecia- 
tion of solidarity. While your neck is still being given 
unaccustomed exercise the driver has sped on to Sallanches, 
and here you are in the thick of things, so to speak. Mont 
Blanc is unmistakably ahead, attended by a score of aiguilles, 
the needle peaks. Irreverently, you might think of a fat old 
sultan and his dancing girls, but you are more likely to 
think of climbers who, somehow, climb the vertical faces. 
How they do it I do not know; the dizzy drop over one 
side of the road farther on is enough for my head. 

The road continues in a grand crescendo of magnificence, 
under a tunnel, past the Chute de Passy hydro-electric 
scheme, up and up towards the climax at Chamonix. At 
every turn it seems impossible that a nearer approach to 
the peaks can be made; after every turn the incredible has 
happened and you are closer still. There were ice and 
snow, and several times the Rover was slithering as it made 
the climb without chains—mostly third gear, now, although 
the gradient is steeper than it appears, and a smaller engine 
would have relished second at times. The little Renaults 
and Panhards buzzed merrily past, always with skis on the 
roof, as winter sports enthusiasts descended to the plains 
again. Over on the slopes other skiers were having fun— 
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it must be good to live within easy distance of all this. And 
there, finally, is Chamonix, beautifully set in the valley, yet 
high in the snow-covered mountains, and all around the 
famous mountain names and glaciers form a panorama the 
like of which is unforgettable. The lady has lost her shabbi- 
ness, for Chamonix is as bright as Monday’s line of washing 
in the sun; it is only poverty that peels the stucco and the 
grey paintwork of the plains. . 

To wander round Chamonix was a wonderful experience, 
but the snow was so deep that exploration beyond by car 
was prohibited. An attempt to reach the Mer du Glace 
ended in frustration and the information that we would see 
it if, we went up Le Brevent. Two slender cables and two 
tiny dots of colour showed us the method—by one of the

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amazing funiculars that hang, like gossamer on a spring 
morning, from the peaks. But we had not time to make 
the ascent, although we were too kind-hearted to disillusion 
the young man who told us that we must go up Le Brevent 

After lunch at the Lion d’Or we turned and went, follow- 
ing the sun to the westward and enjoying all over again the 
different views of the same scenery. Within sight of Geneva 
the left turn is made and the Swiss frontier skirted for 
many miles, but by Nantua Switzerland is a memory, along 
with the High Alps. There is still much to enjoy, however, 
for the hill scenery has its own attraction. 

The night stop was at Macon, and on the next day it 
drizzled and the wind was cold. On this day the miles were 
packed in, Paris being reached after dark. But the day 





Viaduc Ste. Marie, which carries the railway up the valley. 
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was notable for one experience. At the hotel in which we 
lunched at Saulieu (the Céte d’Or) we thought we were 
short of francs (it was Sunday), and Madame regretted that 
she had not the facilities for changing. But that, she said, 
could not be permitted to interfere with the necessities of 
life. We should lunch, of course, and, if necessary, send 
the money on from our next stop. And lunch we did, 
royally and to her excellent recommendation, finding, in the 
end, that our francs were sufficient, even for a liqueur. If 
there was a warm glow inside us after that experience, the 
heart was sharing it with the stomach. 

So the run went on, through the Forest of Fontainebleau, 
into a crowded Champs Elysées that sparkled in the rain. 
My host would not hear of an international dinner in an 
international hotel, and we tracked down, with the aid of 
an Italian taxi-driver, “one of those little places,” off the 
beaten track, where the cuisine is an art. Delightful it was, 
too, and our meal, funnily enough, was one of the cheaper 
ones of the trip. And here, of course, food must have its 
say. It is impossible to skip by it if one has any sensitivity 
of palate whatsoever. Personally I am beginning to hate the 
sight of any English meal outside my own home or a good 
hotel. The dreary slabs of dry pastry, with a gummy mix- 
ture placed at a distance on the plate, which signify “ veal 
and ham pie” . . . ugh! As a consequence, the tour was a 
gourmet’s delight, especially as one of my companions was 
a connoisseur of wines. There was a pdté de foie gras at 
Dole that was out of this world—and Cog au Vin to follow. 
There was a delicious caramel sweet at Chamonix that was

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like nectar. I recall, with a flow of digestive juice, two 
poached eggs in Paris, served with a square of airy pastry 
in which were embedded small shreds of heaven knows 
what, and over which was a sauce that brought out the rich- 
ness of the yolks. We begged the recipe for this, but were 
refused, justifiably. There was some creamed spinach at 
the Chateau de Montreuil that was an object lesson in the 
art of cooking spinach, even to the best of British house- 
wives. There was a caramel there, also, served alight with 
brandy, a thing of beauty even to the eye as it burned in a 
heavenly blue. Et toujours les champignons .. . 

Such living is not cheap, of course. On average, our 
meals (with wines) cost just over a pound a head, and a 
room at an hotel cost about the same. Swiss prices about 
equal these, the exchange rate being comparatively un- 
favourable at twelve francs to the pound. On this scale, 
living is costing about three pounds a day “all in”—a rate 
that no one’s conscience would be prepared to maintain 
beyond a certain point, even if his stomach were up to it. 
Petrol, also, is dear, about 55 francs a litre in France (5s a 
gallon) and 0.63 francs in Switzerland (4s 8d). We burned 
up nearly fifty gallons. 

There is no need, however, to think such prices typical 
(except petrol, of course), and later this year I hope to try 
an ascetic tour de France for purposes of comparison. If 
excuse be needed for the foregoing luxury, it lies in the 
combination of business with a recuperative health trip 
applying to 66 per cent of the crew. 

The best of good things come to an end. A run, fast, in 
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fine weather along the north coast of France allowed us to 
catch the little-advertised Maid of Orleans service from 
Calais to Folkestone at 10.30 a.m., which takes half a dozen 
cars. I paced the deck waiting for the landfall of the white 
cliffs of the Channel coast; it was one of the English land- 
falls that I had not made during the years at sea. It would 
be unfair to say that the landfall lacked the thrill that I 
remembered from the past, for circumstances were very 
different, but England did not welcome us. It rained, and 
we searched vainly for many miles for a stop for tea, finally 
halting at a café only to be confronted, inexplicably on a 
Tuesday, with the notice “Closed.” At Waterloo British 
Railways did the honours and somewhat redressed the bad 
impression. But England is not the England of past years. 
The spirit is gone and something unpleasant has taken its 
place. It is a grievous conclusion, forced upon one by the 
crossing of twenty-one miles of the Channel. 

A word is due to the Rover 75, which took us over a 
thousand miles in such ease and comfort. It is ideally suited 
to this kind of motoring, and commands much admiration 
on the Continent as “ really something” from Britain. Two 
prominent Continental motorists to whom I spoke, without 
knowing that we had come in a Rover, went out of their 
way to praise this car. It seems that the shape is right, 
the performance ;ight, and the engine large enough. Cer- 
tainly the last point is well borne out by our petrol consump- 
tion, which, over the varied route followed, gave the admir- 
able figure of 26.1 without use of the free wheel

~ TUDEBAKER and Chrysler having joined Oldsmobile in 
the ranks of converts to the V-eight engine, the days of 
the long crankshaft and the somewhat unwieldy, space-con- 
suming eight-in-line block seem now numbered. Of the 
twenty U.S. makes in production, only four still cling to 
the straight eight engine——-Buick, Oldsmobile, Pontiac and 
udson. Seven employ the V-eight power unit, overhead or 
side-valve; Chrysler, Oldsmobile, Studebaker, Cadillac, 
Ford, Lincoln and Mercury. Seven more feature six-cylin- 
der engines: De Soto, Dodge, Plymouth, Kaiser, Frazer, 
Chevrolet and Nash. Only two use four-cylinder engines : 
Crosley and Willys Overland. Kaiser have an optional 
four. However, several of these manufacturers feature both 
six and ecight-in-line engines on some of their cars. 
But rumours coming from reliable Detroit sources have 
it that practically every manufacturer is now design- 
ing or actually testing a V-cight engine of one type or 
another. The automotive correspondent of a daily states 
that: “ By 1965, the straight eight should be as unusual ina 
new car as the conventional type transmission.” (A pity— 
about the “conventional type transmission.”)

My Friend the Cab Driver 
m™ other afternoon (a Friday, when unoccupied cabs at 
quitting time” are scarcer than low-priced garages) 
found ourselves bottle-necked in a Fifth Avenue traffic 
im of unbelievable density. I asked the driver: “How 
much time do you reckon to lose at intersection lights and 
other stops in an average day’s work?” The driver did a 
sort of double-take, then let the air out through his teeth 
with a slow, bitter, contemplative hiss. “ Mister,” he said, 

“at least 30 per cent of my day is wasted in hangin’ around 
for lights to change, or while some featherhead makes up 
his mind to start rollin’! ” I remarked that obviously this 
must go for the petrol, too. “ Yeah,” he nodded. “ Thirty 
per cent of the gas goes up in smoke, doin’ nothin’. 

Now the average cab driver covers about a hundred miles 
around New York City streets in one of the usual three 
eight-hour shifts (8 a.m. to 4 p.m. and so on), including all 
stops and idle periods. His average earnings for a six-day 
week are about $60 (£21), so that “ missing” lights owing 
to slow-moving vehicles, double parking, bottle-necks and 
just plain bad driving rob him of a theoretical $20. How- 
ever, as the lights operate on a basis of one minute for the 
avenues and 30 seconds for the cross-town streets, he would 
in any case have to waste about 15 per cent of his time, even 
under ideal driving conditions. Nevertheless, thoughtless 
motorists rob the hard-working cab driver of at least $10 
a week in wasted time, and that’s the same as eight hours 
at the wheel.

I will never forget 
the dnve I had from Berne to Interlaken with snow and sicet 
By the time I arrived in Italy I had learned my lesson and pr« 
ferred taxi-drivers to drive me around the cities I visited 

Do officials of the Ministry of Transport ever drive along an 
English road at night? It seems to me with a big lorry you get 
the poorest form of tail illumination. One often comes acros 
a huge lorry with a rear light not much bigger than a cigarett 
end. 

I should not think that it would overtax the swollen staff of 
the Ministry of Transport to take a leaf out of the French 
regulations with regard to the lighting of lorries.

Was the Bentley Using Standard Glasses? 


[63286.}—Referring to letter [63257] and your leading article 
on double-dipping head lamps, I, too, was using this system 
in this year’s Monte Carlo Rally, but did not have the same 
experience with oncoming traffic 

Mr. Couper does not say what type of head lamp glasses he 
was using, but knowing his arrangement of head lamp glass 
wipers I rather think he was using flat plain glass. If this is 
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the case, then with double-filament bulbs I can well understand 
he was in trouble. 

With the new Lucas square block type head lamp lens the cut- 
off is so definite that, in my opinion, one dipped light is in- 
sufficient for safety. The double dip gives a good spread 
without inconveniencing oncoming traffic. I agree that occa 
sionally one meets drivers who, if they see two head lamps on, 
are unable to distinguish between dipped or undipped beams, 
irrespective of whether they are dazzled or not. A little educa- 
tion is necessary in these cases—unfortunately all drivers are aot 
readers of The Autocar and, therefore, aware of the latest 
developments.

Drawbacks of the Double-dip 


[63287.J—With reference to your leading article and Mike 
Couper’s letter on double dipping (March 30), you say that the 
criterion should be “Am I dazzled?” How right, but I find 
that, in the face of double dippers, the answer is yes in many 
cases where dazzle would be slight or non-existent with the dip 
and switch system. In these cases I switch up my lamps, not as 
retaliation but to enable me to see past the oncoming vehicle. 
This is a very sorry state of affairs ; it is bad enough bearing 
the Government’s tax discrimination against old vehicles with- 
out the owners of new ones adding inconvenience to their 
progress 
I find that dazzle from double dippers is most troublesome 
when rounding a wide bend to the right at the crest‘of a rise 
Under these circumstances dazzle is about double that caused 
by a single dipped lamp. On a wet road reflected light can be 
troublesome from double-dip lamps to double the degree of that 
from a single lamp. Dazzle from the rear is much more trouble- 
some from double-dipped lamps. With dip and switch lighting 
the beam strikes the leading car well to the left where it cannot 
dazzle the driver.

CYLINDER WEAR 
Experience Over 30,000 Miles 


[63290.}—The following long-term experiment may be. of 
interest to your readers: My car, a 1}-litre Riley, has now done 
30,000 miles and has been top-overhauled three times at approxi- 
mately equal intervals of 10,000 miles. The first time the head 
was off the cylinder wear was at the rate of just 5,000 miles pe: 
0.00lin wear. At that time there came on the market a gadget 
for automatic injection of u.c.l. when starting from cold, which 
sounded the ideal thing to prevent cold corrosion. I installed 
one and used it for 10,000 miles when I again had the head off 
und found that the bores were wearing at exactly the same rate 
At that time I removed the gadget, as it contravened the rule 
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of a trial I went in for, and did not trouble to replace it, A week 

ago I again had the head off and found that wear continued at 

5,000 miles per 0.001in wear, which now averages 0,006in for the

Good Record of a Ford Ten Engine 

[63292.|—May I be permitted to reply to {63262}? My 
experience concerns my father’s Ford Ten which, with its first 
engine, covered 84,000 miles without a rebore or major repair 
During the life of the engine it was never found necessary to 
adjust either the main bearings, the big-ends, or the bearings 
for the camshaft. 

At about 42,000 miles the engine was stripped down and the 
cylinder bores measured and found to be, at their worst, only 2} 
thous oversize, so the engine was reassembled with only new 
piston rings. At 64,000 miles the engine was again overhauled 
and the cylinders were measured with an internal micrometer 
and found to be 4} thous out. At this stage new pistons, over- 
size rings, and small-end bushes in the connecting rods were 
ill that were replaced by ourselves 

These were the only major overhauls performed on the engine, 
and I am of the opinion that these results could never have been

REVVING-UP

revving-up by running the engine up to about 3,000 r.p.m. before 
witching off, and simultaneously releasing the accelerator. This 
flings warm oil on the bores and, by the closing of the throttic, 
this gets sucked up to the rings, thus leaving a good oil film for 
the next cold start. 

I have used this method on my Altas, M.G.s and Rileys, also 
my present Triumph, with the result that I have gone great 
mileages without reboring or heavy oil consumption. 

The Triumph, which had been re-linered by the previous 
owner. did 1,500 m.p.g. for my first 14,000 miles on it, and 
was then fitted with a complete set of new rings.
